deliver oxygen and fuel to the first ends thereof. 

9. ( Prov i ous l y Amond e d Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1 , wherein said 
substantially linear heat source comprises a diffusion torch having a channel having a 
multiplicity of orifices, wherein the channel delivers oxygen and fuel to the multiplicity of 
orifices thereof. 

1 o. ( Proviously Amondod Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
step of controllably heating includes controlling the temperature of the heat source. 
39. ( Proviously Amondod Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
band has a width which is about equal to the length of the flame.
